Maragos conthiues by explahi- 
hig how the quality of the food 
has hnproved greatly, thanks to 
the many long hours put hi by 
members of the ^Conmiittee, 
"many more than liel^n^wbuld 
dictate." in an attempt to "keep 
the caterer honest", and to "make 
sure that the students were get- 
. ting a decent ipeal." 

However, accordhig to Mara- 
gos, "It b becomhig ridiculous 
foi: us to be constantly on -their 
backs, telling them to correct 
problems which are often staruig 
them hi the face, but which they 
refuse to rectify because it would 
result fa less profits."

fer a viable altemathre . to present cafeteria services for the natairal 
food bug and the vegétarian. 

At the present time, no one on campus caters to thb group and there 
are no health food outlets fa the fairaediate vicfaity of campus. 

Helena Scheffer, a shident who recently wrote The Daily article, 
"Do you really know vrtiat you eat?", chrculated petitions fa the Leacock 
Building and the Union to have such a counter fastalled. The response 
was favourable. 

She then persuaded Fred Gluckman to go through with the idea. 
Admfabtrative problems have been settled and Mabonneuve's permb- 
slon, necessary under the terms of the contract, has been obtafaed. 

Now there remafas only the problem of obtafaing the food at the 
lowest possible cost. 

Many students have expressed faterest fa thb project, and some 
have already stepped forward to volunteo^heir services to man the 
counter. Althou^ staffers wffl at flrstŒf fiSTnothtog, if any profit 
b realised wages will be considered. 

Alex Zèdicoff, the famous organic food cook, will take tfaie out 
from openfag hb restaurant to help the counter durfag its fùït week 
of operatioa He has akeady provided the counter with its startfag menu. • 

At first, the meab will consbt of a grafa dbh with vegetables, 
soup, and herbal tea. (There will be no meat until cows are raised on 
organically grown grass.) ; 

; The counter should be open by'the end of thb week, if the organic 
food b available. It will open only durfag the lunch hour, but if the re- 
sponse warrants extension, it will expand ib thnes to fadude break- 
fast and supper. - 

To remafa open, the counter, requhes support from students. All 
those who are faterested fa helpfag out, or fa need of more information, 
are favited to call Fred Gluckman at 392-8919 during the day. or Helena 
Scheffer at 489-1627 durfag the evenfags.

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Paul Rose vs 
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■ MONTREAL (CUP-LAST POST) - One McGfll Univer- 
sity law student last week refused to go to either of the two 
trials then tddng place in downtown Montreal iiecause "I 
'wouldn't learn anything. Nothing there istdng^edded on 
the basis of law, if s being decided on theitiSKi^ political' 
expediency. There won't be anything decided on the basis of 
law until the.cases go into appeal." >. 

In tlK^'S^^^MlDUS Consph-acy' trial or Michel 
Chartrand, Robert Lemlcux, Pierre Vallieres, Charles 
Gagnon, and Jacques Larue-Langlob, which came to an 
abrupt end Fridqr (Feb. 12), this was not surprising. 

Seditious conspiracy is, after all, as political a charge 
as exists in the Crhninal Code, and any trial for it is bound 
to be political from beghudng to end. 

But the brial of Paul Rose, which unfolded concurrently 
hi another part of the c^, is different Paul Rose is not on 
trial for seditious conspiracy, or membership in an out- 
lawed organization or any other explicitly political charge. . 
He is on trial for murder. ' 



The question in that issue is^o^tbeisurface, straight 
forward: Was Paul Rose responsibfe f^me death last Oc-. 
tob« of Pierre Laporte. or was he nwf?^?^'^ 

More Than Just murder 

It became clear soon after the trial opened on Jan. 25. 
. however, that tUngs would not be quite that simple. It would 
have been 'possible to delay the trial of Paul Rose, to 
proceed first agabist some of the lesser lights, to Iceep the 
jmpposed FLQ ringleader out of the public eye until a 
semblance of normality had returned to the political climate 
hiMontreal 

Instead, the Ministry of Justice decided to proceed 
agaiist Rose immediately, vrtiile the events of October were 
stm fresh in everyone's mbids. - 

In doing so, 'it was taking a gamble. For unlike most 
murder suspects., Paul Rose had a wiy with words, and a 
certain hieverence for the trs^pings of Judicial solemnity. 

The trouble iN^àn^aiinôst fanmediately when Rose vras 
asked to choose a lavyor to represent him^ : 

The lawyer of his choice. Rose announced, was Robert 
Lf mieux. 

The difficulty with this was obvious. Lemieux was in 
jail, avralting trial on hb> aborthre seditious conspiracy 
charge. Under normal circumstances, the question of what 
- to do when the lawyer of a defendant's choice is in jail does 
notarise. 

Normally, a person who is in jail b there because be bu. 
been convfcted of a crimhial offence. And a lawyer^^|iOH 
bsa bèen convicted of a criminal, offence b forbidden from 
practbing. ,■ , 

"Iliese were w)t normal circunutanoes. - 

Judge Marcel Nicfaob,' who all through the trial seems to 
have been carryinig on some sort of rivalry with hb better- 
known crosstown counterpart, Roger Oufanet, ruled that he 
had no power to bring Lemieux to the courtroom.. (Rose 
reluctantly accepted the decbion,-and saki thatliencefixth 
be woiild defend himself.) - ;^ 

After a few motions by Rose to declare a mistrial, one 
of wfakh evoked.a judgement of contempt of court, from 
Nkhols* "I find ybu guilty of contempt of the Ifuâiec peo-.^': 
pte,?; Rose replied, establbUng thetaoorof tbe^^ ;-r 
- Niduls threw hkaout'of the 
of the day), the trial advanced to the stage of jury selection, 
usually a dull, laborious procedure.

The fhst two jurors chosen were a 50-year-old em^ 
ptoyee^itbe City of Montreal and.a Sl^yearrOld.Canadian 
National Railways statisIlciiffî Thë^ëioioe'of thèse two took 
a full day, primarily because Rose contended that determin- 
hig whether a candkiate-juror was impartial or not involved 
. more than simply asking him. 

Rose wantra to Imow other things as well. He asked the 
candûates how they had reacted to the events of October, 
and to other politkal events in Quebec. 



.Trial by oriels peers 

But there were certabi .anomalies in the jury system 
tidikh Rose dU not want to pass unnoticed. A defendant b 
supposed to be tried by a jury of bb peers, and thb b 
commonly imagbiedjU) mean that jury'pands are chosen at 
random from the citizenry as a whole. 

- In Quebec, however, certain whole groups of citizens 
are legally excluded from jury duty. Women, (or instance 
(among the other nhie provinces, only Prince Edward Island 
excludes women from jury duty) and men not owning at least 
94,(X)0 worth of prqierty or payhig at least |500 a year 
rent, or under 21 years of age; 

Rose moved that the entire jury panel be excused, on 
the grounds that it dki not consbt of hb peen, 'IMy peers . 
act workera, guys from Saint-Henri, the Quebec iMiople ^d 
not engtaeersjgff^ijfflsinwsinen,'' he Nichô|k,rejécted ■ 
the motton. (AMiffl i^ji ft'saki that be personally felt that 
women should be^d^Hiotsit on juries.). .

You're worse than gangstos and at least-ganoten run 
rfaks-WewiUwin." 

It was at thb point that Nkhols deckled to eject Rose 
for the remamder of the trial After that the trial proceed- 
ed qufetly - three mrae jurrâ were dibsen hi the hour after 
Rose's removal (it bad tidceii more than a week' to choose the 
fhstsix). ■ 

And it would conUnue, with a jury vrhose hnpartiality b 
maybe open to~ questkn, without thè accused and with only 
an "observer" chosen by the bar to "represent hb inte- 
rests". The trial stands adjourned, until the bar names thb 
"observer."- "

generated by the 'pressing weight of numbers. Gradually 
though, the changing values and aspirations of new students 
have become the chief factor fanpeding the relevance student 
leaders have promised each electorate in turaStudent exé- 
cutées have resembled Don Quixote vainly attaclcing these 
problems: however the mon^ !rvaild)Ie has proved impotent 
in dealing wtth grandiose schemes like the student co-op. 

Their stoty is In truth a tragely; not only have their 
efforts proved to be a folly, but also their exploits have 
placed a huge financial obligation at the feet of students yet 
to enter McGill. 

Recent;executives have advocated a, tightly managed. 
studenTsaeiety which they hnplemented to the form of a 
severe unimaginative austerity program. The consequences 
of these policies have been Uie curtaihnent or restriction 
of many valuable functions which the Students' Society 
performed, while other less worthwhile items seem to have 
been given priority. This author believes that clearly defbi- 
ed goals must be formulated and that all available resources 
must be adlocated b) order to maximize the total benefits. 

To, any perceptive observer, the estabUshment of well 
defined goals b a vital necessity. Some concerned students 
have suggested that the Students' Society roust provide the 
largest set of opportunities for its members as its primary 
objective.' However those who criticize the university as an 
ivory tower, suggest that students should become more 
bivolved in the community. As will.be argued, below, these 
two goals need not be mutually exclushre. 

The full range of opportunities that any society can 
provide can be divided into three broad classes: those that 
are of a cultural nature, those of an educational nature, and 
those of a purely sensuous value. To treat all three is 
beyond the scope of the esssy; it is the hitention to investi- 
gate that aspect of the student's exbtence whidi occupies 
the greatest role in his life: the educational aspect^ii^ 

"nie creation of an education which is both more relevant 
and also more satisfying should be a primary concern of 
student government. Now that society is becoming more 
aware that a university Arts or Science general degree does 
not, in general, qualify its owner for any special function, 
the need for a satisfying educational experience should 



makesense.'' 

Today's students are more aware ofjhemselves as, indi- 
vidual entities; today's university educational programs 
should allow them to exercise more control over obtaining 
such an individual experience. 

Whether the Students' Society has the resources to be 
able to provUe such a set of opportunities can be questioned . 
However, some ideas that can provide more individual 
educational possibilities. need;not strain existing student 
council funds beyond tolerablébounids. 

Though thb goal is noble, it should be recognised that 
Student Council can not hidependently effect such a brans- 
formation in the Unhrersity. But many programs could be 
organised hi spitè of fbiancial restrictions. Although exter- 
nal to Unhrersity curricula, student taitiath^es could make 
move dynamic the process of reform allowfaig more hidivi- 
duality. Perhaps students can be organised to provide a 
Unhrersity both more available and also more possible. . 

The growing desire for independence as a value has 
been a source of frustration for many. For some it is hn- 
possible to achieve much mdividuality.due to the scarcity 
of suninier Jobs. And the student's coKip vdiicti was to pro- 
vkle)a modem co-operative boushig concept for a rent of 
^ a month, has gone down the drahi, perhaps because of-, 
hiaction on the part of recent student executives. This project 
has turned hîto such a large liability that even less gran- 
diose schemes to ameliorate the plight of needy students 
have been relegated to the lowest priority. If future execu- 
tives have the proper plannbig and foresight. Co-operative 
facilities, such as book,;record, clothhig, and food stores 
could be established on a self-sufficient basis. One need 
look only to Toronto or Boston to find such facilities in 
operation. If one bothers to think, limitless ideas come to 
mhid. These ideas need not be a burden on Society f biances. ' 
rather, they would be a bonus. 

But to concern oneself solely with problems behig faced 
,<v^6nly by our Society is at best bisular. Students who sponsor' 
iêîninars on thé comimtinity responsibility of Enghieering 
and Bushiess and those who advocate full employment as a 
primary national objective must support programs like Com- 
munity McGill and others which provide medical and legal 
services hi areas of chronic poverty. But while we hold-our 
symposia people are still unjustly ^hicarcerated, sick, or 



without a job.' In this year of all years we need to redouble 
ourefforts. . ' ' 

Does our current fhiancial state stand hi the vray of any 
external hivolvement? Should lUiejjtodety^jSewe the'needs 
of our members before it serves those'Sctmial to the univer- 
sity. . 

The Carter Royal Commission (1962-67) hidicates that 
those very people, external to the university and whose need 
of fuiancial resources are most acute, both pay the great- 
est proportion of and receive the least direct benefit from 
the resources used for Unhrersityiéduo^n.^By^imple 
economic rule (Jjevons and Marshall) thoseiesDurces usurp- 
ed from the people should be devoted to theh needs. Cer- 
tahily, if we are not, morally dishonest, thèh welfare must 
become inore our 'concern. By this action the total welfare 
of our society would be enhanced. However, one cannot be 
so idealistic; can one? 

In conclusion, a great Society could achieve both of its 
goals through one manoeuvre. It can coerce the university 
to establish one or two practical courses hi humanity which 
would provide students with an opportunity to see humanity 
as the/ve never seen it before. AU this while dobig some- 
thhig about other people's problems. 

The precedfaig is not hitended as a schéma for a Great 
Society, but as'a statement of emotional commitment. Only 
one problem remainsrTstudeiits pride thémsélves on their 
liberality but rarely do much with it . ;

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No punches puUed; that's the way It Is in the fast-growing 
underground comic strip world. The soul of manlcind with 
its follies, lusts, joys and hates is blatantly bared in the 
new comic strips. 

'BeMUM of their nature, the str^s have a freedom of 
expression luioiown in, other forms of media. Couple this 
with the fact that they're also fun to read, and if s clear why 
underground comics àiéemeiging^as one of the most effec- 
tive promoters of the Nortâ^i^nvican counter-culture. 

The comic eqilosion started about five years ago in the 
US with strips in the first underpound papers. Since then, 
artists have banded together to put out whole comic boolcs 
with ridiculous names lilce Fat Ass, Yellow Dog and Zap. 
onaninegularbasls. :.;v-w.>; - 

They're almost impossible to get in Canadian stores, but 
sell commonly in many states for 50 cents apiece. Cana- 
dian underground papers often rip off cartoons from US 
publications. 

Having fun is, in itself, half the message. This theme 
is often juxt^osed with the dismal, self-defeating lives of 
America's straights. Their values are constantly being 
ridiculed or violently attadced. 

A furtbier important lunction of the strips has been to 
explore .the httemal problems of the counter-culturalists, 
the '^Greeners of America". 

For example hominess is cured by fuddng for fun with 
friends - often regardless of their sex. Stumbling blodcs 
encountered in efforts at mind-liberating are constantly 
brought to view. The dope message is, "It's easy as pie. We 
recommend a 3(Way trial period." (Only smoldng dope 
ispromoted.) ^vy^iiife 

But, not to get away from tfielitOT^ themselvSf^t^ 
are drawn out of unbridled imagination, and many havè no 
message at all. The plots and artworic vary vastly among 
stories. Unfortunately, many end up as duds despite their 
creatWity due to the lade of punchy endings. 

A minor setbadc in the new comic industry was seen 
in the "obscenity" conviction of two New Yorlc book dealers 
last autumn. Only one issue of a Zap comic was banned, and 
similar charges in California were dropped. 

In giving the $500 - or - 90 - days sentence, Judge Joel 
' Tyler declared, "Z^ no. 4 represents an emotional toca- 
pacity to view sex as a basis for establishing genubie hum- 
an relationships." _ 

The statement is obviously true; and, this is just the 
. sort of valwjuilg^iient bebig questioned in the strips.

- Nhcon recently sUted that he wouM.^oigy^iiigMOte judges 
vïho took a dim view of pornography."

Who's to say that THE HARRAD EXPERIMENT Is not 
pornographic but that "0" is? Is The Flying Nun morally 
objectionable? Can there be any justification for the state 
to ban any publication from the people? 

The strips are developing as a real force in question- 
ing the evils and the goods of our society. Of essence, no 
^jj^bolds can be batted. This often shocks first-readers to 
^iiiom it would never have occurred that Minnie Mouse and 
Goofy want to ball eàdi other.

6] Members of School and Foculty Societies listed under Anide V'above 
shall pay an annual fee lo their respective Society, at delennined by that 
Socieiy.to be cotlecled by the Univertlty Coihier. withlljwgegular tuition 

■ feet and trbniferred to the School Of Faculty Society «0^-'-"" "

4) An onnuol financial tlotemeni for the post fiscal year of the Students' 
Society (June lit to Moy 31st.) sholl be published in the A^cGill Doily ' 
before the ISth of htovember. 

5) The oceounts of the Studeali' Society sholl be audited annually by 
aceountonts chosen by Students' Council and approved by McGill . 
University.

The hockey Redmen were 
eliminated from play-off conten- 
tipnxÇridjy night vrtien they lost 
5^-to the Laval Rouge et Or in 
iwhat had to be the most frustrat- 
'ing game of the year for the Red- 
men. 

The Red and White managed 
to outshoot the home team 40^, 
obviously, the score was not 
bidteathreof thepli^.' 

Laval controlled the first period 
and came out with a two^goaij{ 
lead. Neither goal was'^^ri'tlie^ 
brilliant variety - both were the 
, result of a McGill miscue. The 
iirst was a long slapshot which 
goalie Norm Lord pli^ badly. 
Baddng hito the net, Lord mis- 
judged the positimofiUie goal-: 
post and bumpeid^to^ it. This 
sent him off balance and the shot 
hit him hi the shoulder and bounc- 
ed bito thé net 

The second goal was scored on 
a hard backhand shot But the
